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SPEECH OF MR. RIVES, Of VIRGINIA, 
In the House of Represmtulires^ February 26, 
1H40 — In favor of the proposition of Mr. 
Johnson, of Tt nnessce, to instruct the Corn- 
miltec of Elections to report forthwith uhich 
five of the ten i .dividujls cl tseals from 

the State of New Jersey received the greatest 
number of votes at Ihc eledion of l83d,apd 
in reply to Mr. Smitii, of C onner licut. 
Nolliinor, Mr. Speaker, but tlic importance of 
the subject under consideration, couM induce 
me, under present circumstances— the House 
bein^j fatiofued, as it must be, by tlio elaborate 
runarks of the gciilUman from Connecticut, 
[Mr. Smitii] — to detain it nilhany aU<iilional 
remarks; but I fed it a duty 1 owe, not only to 
myself, but to the people f represei.t, to let it 
t>e known what I have done, and also what 1 
think ought to be done, in relation to the New 
Jersey cjLse. 

In order, Faid Mr R. that we may not be led 
oft* from the plain subject at issue, I beg leave, 
in the ftrst place, to stale the circumstances nn 
dor which we met hen- at th»* beginning of the 
ficssi*.n. This is done for the purpose of roin-; 
paring with each other the pfriiciplcs and actions 
of the two parlies which divide this House. 

Eoiig before the meeting of I'ongtcss, much 
was said throughout the Uiiilcd Slates about, 
the “eheitOM*’ and ^'returns" of persons to rep* 
rcsint the people ol Nciv Jersey in the present 
House of Representatives — it being charged, on 
the one hand, tliat the return was in conflict with 
the electim\; and on tlic other, that if such was 
the fact, “it could, and ought to he, corrected 
by the the Mouse, it being the judge of the 
dectiouH, returns and quaMfieations of its own 
members.” It was also s.iid, prior to our arri- 
val liere, thataneftbrt would be made by us to 
exclude the persons w ho were commissioned by 
the Governor, and to force into lh<*ir scats per 
sons who had no evidence of their election . — 
Now, although wo believed llmt the Governor 
had usurped powers that did not belong to him, 
and had, in defiance of the Constitutton of the 
United States and tlic laws of his State, re- 
turned persons to this House whom the people 
had refused to elect, what did we, the Adminis- 
tration party, do? 

Fearing that we might be wrong, and fearing 
that we miglu be charged with sacrificing prin- 
ciple to party purposes, if we permitted tlic 
persons w ho claimed seals by v rtue of their 
election hy the people to come in as members of 
this Mou«e, and anxious to occupy ground that 
ought to keep ourselves above suspicion, we 
though' it best to adopt the course recommend- 
ed, at the last session, by the gentleman from 
Massacliu.st lts, [Mr. Adams, J which rccomnun. 
dalimi was in these words: 

“That every member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States ought, before 
taking his scat therein, to produce at the Clerk’s 
table, or to deposite in the Clerk’s office, the 
credentials by virtue of which ho claims his 
seat; and in all eases of contested election, no 
member ought to be permitted to vole until the 
Hou.^c, upon a report from the standing t'oin- 
inittee Elections, or by the vole of the ma- 
jority of the members present, being a quorum 
of th'.* House, shall have decided w liicliof tiic 
claimants is entitled to the conluslcd scat.’’ 

This course w e know*, too, was sustained by 
precedent — .Moore and Ertchcr having been re 
quired to stand aside till tlieir ease was acted on 
by the Gommittoe of Elections. 

However anxious we might he to elect a 
Speaker, Clerk and Printer w hose politics might 
be in accordance with our own, believing that 
this was tlie safe course, and one calculated to 
keep us free from liic churj;c that the opposition 
made porainstus, we propoied that both parties 
shoultl stand aside, though we thouglit the re- 
turns ought to have been founded on the elec- 
tion, and ihul if they were not so, they must be 
illegal. 

For lhc.se reason? we took a course that has 
prevented Now Jer-cy from having her full re- 
prcsciit ilion up to this time, be ieving, as we 
did, it wouM be better for her to have no repro- 
scutalioii than to be mi^rep^ca: nted on this 
floor. 

But what was the course of the opposite party? 
Those men w'hon ciivcd the certificate' of the 
Governor, though no man ever said, here or else 
where, (so far as I have licard,) that Ihoy re- 
ceived a inajorify of the w lii'lc number of votes 
cast by the pcnjilc of tlic titutc — these men w ho 
fuccccded in obtaining returns against the Con- 
stitution of tlic United Mates, against the laws 
of the State, and tlic wishes of tiic people, must 
have seals at all hazard.'*. '1 his w as the cottrse 
of llic Opposition. But was there a man of the 
Administration party who wa.s for giving scats, 
under Hie then state of things, to those who 
brought with them evidence of their Jiaving re 
cfiivcd a majority of votes? Ntdonc. You rc- 
^rollcct, .Mr. Spiakcr, what Wus the aKlonish- 
intMil of the Opposition .afn r tlic Mouse refused 
iolettho “broad seal * men qualify, tliat we 
.did not propose the qnalificati'm of those who 
<;amc jure on the return of the facts of the ease. 
Not one <if us, liowcver, adv<»eatcd such a mca 
•lire, ci licr in that ease, or the one from I'cnn- 
sylvania. In the latt r case, we ha«l before us 
double returns, and although the Whig canili- 
date was not returned in the regular w'ay, his po- 
litJc.il friends were for c' untitig nil the ballots 
that were in Hie b illot boxes, relying not on the 
return, but on tin* votes, wbetUcr put in before or 
duriu}[ the election ; and iboy. Bncceedcd, too, in 
hiving him qualiln.Ml, by tlic aid of some three 
or four of oii»‘ parly, who were at tlic time in- 
duced to think tho ck-cli jn had been fairly con 
ducted. 

Now, .Mr. Speaker, it is my intention to ex- 
amine Hoincw hat into the course that has been 
pumu'd by the geptlcman from C«mnecHcul, 
and in doing this, 1 intend to show that he has 
advocated tlic conduct *»f an officer w ho has act- 
ed in direct violation of the Constitution of the 
United States, and in conll id with the laws of 
New Jersey. 

What does the Constitution of the rnited 
States puy in relation to the elrvlion f<f members 
of Congress? “'Fliat tlir Mouse of Representa- 
tives sliall be compos’d ol i7*»‘mb<T;' ehosun every 
scrniid year by the //cepfe of tin' ^'-v er.al Mates.” 
And that thc“tiims, places, and manner of 
boldine; elections for Senators and R<’prescnta- 
tivus, »!iall he prescrilM-d in cueh St tie by the 
LegiM-dure thereof.” And, furthermore, that 



“each House shall be the judge of the elec- 
tions, returns, and qualilications of its own 
members ” Now let us see what New Jersey 
did under the cutliority given to regulate the 
“times, places and manner of liolding elections” 
in that State? 

After fixinij the times and places, and dircct- 
ing by law* the mode of voting, end desicnaling 
the kind of ofll ers who shall conduct elections, 
their la cv is, that, 

“After the poll is closed, the judge and in- 
spectors shall, together with the clerk (townsliip 
clerk) of the election procicd, w ilhout delay, to 
take an account of, snd cast up Hie votes given 
for each candidate, and shall make sepura c 
listsof thosaino; which list they shall sign, ccr 
tify, seal up, direct, and transmit to tho clerk 
of tlic county, who shall att<nd at the court- 
hous>‘ of the county, on the Saturday nc.xt after 
the day of election, for the purpose of receiv- 
ing the same, which list shall be delivered to 
him before five o’clock in the afternoon of said 
day, which said clerk shall then proceed in u 
public m inner to make one general list of all 
the candidates voted for as aforesaid, together 
wiih the mimbrr of voti a received lor each of 
them, and sfiall transmit tho same, at thee.x 
pense of the Stale, to the Guvernor, or person 
administering the Government, within seven 
days Hicrcaltcr, having fir'<t caused a duplicate 
thereof to be filed in h<s office, together with the 
lists from tho said townshii s.*’ 

'l lic same law nukes it the duty of the 

“CJovonior, or person administering llie Go- 
vernment, and I’rivy Council, to determine the 
six persons who h ive tho greatest number of 
vole.s from the whole State for Representa lives 
in llic Congress of the United Stales from that 
vS'atc w Inch six perj-ons the Governor, or person 
administering tho (^ovurnment, sh ill forthwith 
commission, under the great seal of the Slate, 
to represent the Slate in the House of Repre- 
sent j lives of the Congress of the United States.” 

The laws of the Slate further provide: 

“ I hat if tho certified lists of votes given for 
Representatives of this >lale in the Coni'^ress of 
the United States, shall not be received from 
the clerks < f any of the counties of this State, 
by Hie Governor, or person administering the 
Government, w itbin seven days after the day 
prescribed by law for tho casting up of the 
votes, making a list thereof and certifying 
the same, by the clerks of the respective coun- 
ties in this State, it shall be the duty of the 
Governor fortliwith to send c.xprcss to the 
rounty or counties from which such certified 
lists of votes have not been received, and pro- 
cure the sann^ at the expense of the Slate.” 

Now, Mr. Speaker, let us enquire whether the 
persons wlio were commissioned by the Gover- 
nor, were “chosen by the people” of New' Jer- 
sey. That being done, it can readily be decid- 
ed whether the complaint should be against us, 
or against the Governor of that State, for net 
having on this floor a representation equal to 
her constitutional right. We contend that arc- 
turn, unless it be founded on an election by the 
people, is not sufficient to entitle persons to oc- 
cupy stats in this House as the Representatives 
of tho people— Hiat the returning officer of an 
election i.s nothing more than the instrument of 
the law', or tho organ through which is conveyed 
to us tho names of the chosen agents — that 
votes arc better evidence of the popular will 
than returns, wlien the polls are introduced 
duced to falsify and invalidate the returns — that 
as one party came with the commissions, and 
the other with the facts of the ease, and said to 
us, “judge of the elections and returns,” it 
w as our duty to do so. And lienee it was, that 
we told them to stand aside until there could be 
an examination into the matter. 

In committee, Mr. Speaker, we have had a 
most laborious time of it— not to settle the real 
issue, but to sustain a new issue; net to ilctcr* 
mine which party received the greatest number 
of votci, but to devise the plan by which the 
leturning officer could be protected from expo- 
sure. 1 he “broad stal” men found they held 
only the shadow of a claim; that the evidence 
proved they had been ajypointed by the Govi rnor 
— not elected by the people— and although we 
had, in tho fir.xt instance, ccminittcd, in the esti- 
mation of those men, such a ^^palpable outrage 
on a sovereign «SloIe,” they have shrunk from 
the ground first occupied, and resorted to a 
scheme that was not heard of till last Novem- 
ber, some thirteen or feurteen montlis after the 
election. 

tfir, the moinber from Connecticut [Mr Smith] 
complains heavily of the amendment proposed 
by the gentleman from Tennessee, [Mr. John- 
son,] w liicli require^ that tho committee .shall 
report forthwith which r f the five persons re- 
ceived tho greatest number of votes fro.n ihc 
wholcStatc. I\ hy so much vehemence? Why 
resist the imtruclion vvitii so much feeling, 
when ho knows there is no dispute note about 
that fact; and the Chairman, in whom he has so 
inutli confidence, has tohl tho House that that 
duty can be perform* d ui twohou's? Is it bo- 
c.iusc he is unw illing that the facts of the case 
shall bo published to enable the community to 
8 c where the corruptioti lies? Docs he desire 
that the various Legislatures to whic h the New 
Jersey resolutions have been sent, shall act in 
Hu* dark, w hen, by reporting and printii g, they 
will have light? So far from comp aining my- 
self. as a member of the commiitce, 1 rejoice at 
it, give the genllcinan my thanks, and hope the 
HoufC will adopt his aincndinent. 

Print Hie papers, .Mr. Speaker, and you will 
see tfiat, by the agency of two Whig cUrks, the 
votes polled in two tow n-hips w'crc suppressed, 
ill violation of the law I have quoted. Print 
them, and you n ill find the return.«» made by the 
towiishi:i offictrs were filed in the office.*; of the 
Whig clerks, and that they had the humiliating 
duty to perform of giving certified copies ol 
them to the persons injured by the suppression. 
Print them, and it will be seen Hiat the Gover- 
nor knew, when Iw counted the votes, those cast 
at Millville and South Amboy hid not been ro 
turned, and yet he would not “send cj*/>rrss for 
thnn.'* Print them, and it will appear that, us 
these Whig clerks would not send them, Hie 
town.-hij) oificcrssciit them, and a portion of hi.*; 
council in.'isted ontin ir being counted — but all 
in vain. Y'es, Mr. Speaker, adopt the amend- 
ment we are considering, and you will soon .sfc 
bv c.xaiiiinii g other tow nsliips’ returns, that, if 
Whig majorities hud been given at Millville and 
South Ainbo}", they wonbl never have been sup* 
pree-ed. Adopt it, and every one wl»o is not 
wilfully blind, must come to the conclusion that 
the (Tovernor commissioned five persons, when 
ho knew that five other.** had received a majority 
of the w hole number of votes cast in the elec- 
lion. 

1 have, Mr. Speaker, ni,iny reasons for desi- 
ring speedy action on this subject, and a few 
more of them than I will present to tho House. 
Among other tilings, it hag been said by tho 
“broad scuP’ men, ox appointees of this iniinacu- 
late Governor, that by our act “wo disgraced 
the history of a regular representativo Govern- 
ment.” 'Fiiis i.s said by men, too, who n»*vcr 
Iiad Hie audacity to deny the fact that other 
persons got a majority of all tlic voles cast in 
the election, ami uhen — so conscious were they 
that they could not retain their seals — they Iiad 
proposed to the adverse parlv that all of them 
should resign llieir respective rights to seats, 
and have a new clrrtion. Now, do you think, 
Mr. Speaker, that they were of opinion they 
could retain their reals, except by a Ylaw lcffs 



and revolutionary power?” No — never would 
they have made such a proposition, but for their 
looking on it as a hopeless claim. Let there 
port come in, sir, I beseech the House, and have 
the corruption exposed to the world. 

I am unwilling, for another reason, that liiis 
iniquitous conduct to which I have alluded shall 
remain locked up in tlic cominiltec room till the 
2nd Monday in April, W’hen this outrage was 
first perpetrated on the people of New Jersey, 
the Governor said it w as not in his pow er to re- 
pair the injury done by the two clerks of whom 
I have ppnkcn, but it was the duty ot the House 
of Kcprcscntalivcs, and he hoped it would exer- 
cise its right of judging of the “election and re- 
turns,” and do ample justice l». the parties. We 
took on ourselves tho discharge of this constitu- 
tional duty, as we were bound to do, and pray 
what docs the usurper say now? In the most 
imperious manner, he says: “whether my deci- 
sion in granting the certificates was right nr 
wrong. Congress, at all events, is hound to re 
ceivc the credentials thus furnislicd, as the man- 
date of tlie Slate,” 6cc. And his arrogance did 
not stop here; he was not content with t-aying 
this to ihs Legislature of his own State, but ad- 
vises an appeal to the several States to enter 
their solemn protest against the usurped pow'crs 
of Congress. Sir, the boldness of the man i' 
equalled only by the enormity of the crime he 
has perpetrated. Not only hr,s ho undertaken 
to abuse us for keeping Itis Whig fHcnds out of 
their seats, but has assailed, in a most wanton 
manner. Hie Secretary of his Stale- -and for 
what? Because, when called on ( y llic persons 
who were elected by the people, for a' copy of 
the papers tliat were before the Governor and 
on file in his office, he had the lionc.^ty to fur- 
nith them. If he liud had an approving con- 
science” — if he had supposed the facts of the 
case jus-tified lljc •w. turn ho made, is it possible 
lie couM have do* u suppression of the facts 
on whicli he cawic to his conclusion? Never. 
Hr knew' ho had returnci^meii — not because they 
had becti elected but because tliey were lFhi<^s. 

/^gain: ine Governor and liis uppoinlecs ?ay, 
it was “/or party purposes" they w ere kept out 
of their scats; and that charge, of -itself, inde- 
pendently of all oilier consid.ralions, would 
cause me to be anxious to have the jiapcrs print- 
ed, that tlic community may judge win thcr it 
was not the wish of one jiarty to preserve the 
purity of elections, and of the oHut to invad<- 
the representutivo principle of our government. 

One party believe the people to be capable of 
self-government, and that it i.s Hie I'uty of thi.*^ 
House to protect them in the ex-.rcideof that 
right, against invasion, from whatever quarter 
it may come* The other, however, disregard- 
ing the popular w ill, arc willing to re ctivc, as 
member.*; on this floor, persons as Representa- 
tives, when they know that Hiey have not boon 
elected. One of these parties a^ks for light, 
with a view to n correct decision — HiC other pre- 
fers to give judgment in the dark. Ya, Mr. 
Speaker, party commenced this thing, and 
party must end it. Republicans elected Ropru- 
sentativea, anda Whig Govemor refused tocom- 
misHon them. In that situation the question 
reached us, and if there be more members in 
this House who are disposed to be governed bv 
the constitution and laws, ilian there arc o‘f 
those who disregard every moral, civil, and po- 
litical restraint. New Jersey will soon have on 
this floor men who w ere “chosen by the people.” 

Sir, I have witnessed, with some degree of 
mortification, the political aspect of this ques- 
tion, not only in New' Jersey and in this House, 
but in my native Slate. Y'ou have noticed, no 
doubt, that our Whig Governor, at the request 
of tlio Governor of New Jersey, has submitted 
the ease to[Hic Whig branch of our Legislature, 
w ith a request that condemnation may be pass- 
ed on us. And pray, sir, what was the fate of a 
proposition of one of our friends, who desired to 
act undcrstandingly on the subject, and, with 
that view, moved acall on the Governor of New 
Jersey for copies of all tho papers tliat were be- 
fore him and his Council at the lime he made 
the return? Not one Whig, I believe, in that 
body, vol(d with him. although an.xious, no 
doubt, to pa.ss judgiricnt on us for excluding both 
ids of claimants till the committee could exa- 
mine into the truth of the ease. 

[Here Mr. Raiidolpli, the only member on the 
floor from New Jcr.-'cy, inquire I of .Mr. Rives 
whether a portion of the administration party 
d d not also vote against the rcHoliition in his 
Slate Lcs^islatuic.] 

siud Mr. Rives, some of them did vote 
against the resolution, believing, os Ihcv did, 
it was a subject with which they hsd iio'right 
to interfere, the Mouse of Rcpre.scnlalivcs b^ ing 
the judge, under cciirtiUilicn cf H e United 
Stales; and not believing it possible lliat any 
Governor in this Union would pay so little res- 
pect to the constitution, the laws, and his oath 
of office, as to commission men to represent a 
State, w hen the people had not only not elected, 
but had, by a considerable majority, rejected 
them. 

And here permit me (o say, Mr. Speaker, that 
this act of Governor Pennington inflicts an inju- 
ry on tlic character of the office ho fills, and is 
calculated to bssun the confidence wcliavc here- 
tofore had in the acts of the chief c.xccntivo offi- 
cers of the Ftates. We have been taught to give 
“full faith and credit” to the public acts of offi- 
eers thus highly promoted; but this usurpation 
of pow cr w ill cause us hereafter to look with dis- 
trust on the official act.s of these officers. In this 
point of view, however much the lawless act we 
arc discussing may be dciTCcatcd, it may turn 
out to be serviceable, as it is calculated to in- 
crease the vigilante of the people, and arouse 
them to tho maintenance of their liglits. It is, 
and has been for several }'cars, the policy one 
party, (that which claims the right of the Gov- 
ernor to a))point members of Congress,) to mys- 
tify and mislead the public mind. In this llicy 
frequently succeed for a while, but give the 
people lime — give them light — and they invaria- 
bly get right “in the Ion; run,” 

1 am an.xious, for another reason, thal ii re- 
]>ort shall be madc/or///:e/f//, oa is proposed by 
the amendment, and Hi:it tlic cviHfnee sh:ill be 
.speedily printed. It is tiiis: a distinguij*hod cit- 
izen of Virginia — I mean ibo head of “//le armru 
nnitral party " who ha^ been an enemy in dis- 
guise for more than two years, has at length the 
mitnlincis to come out in the op« n field tmd rank 
liimsrli w ith the enemy' of popular rights. He, 
too, lias joined in tho tirade ug.iinsl us for un- 
dertaking to protect the people in their repre- 
s*»n*ativo rights; and as be was once Hie favorite 
son of Virginia, and may yet have some ii.llu- 
cnce, I am anxious to disarm him, by a publica- 
tion of the facts connected witli this great con- 
stitutional cpiPftioti. Me, just now, wh’n the 
Whig convenHon is about to meet in Richmond 
to nominate electors for President ami V’icc 
President, has drawn aside the veil, and after 
many other things, says: “When to these, and 

to otlier evidences of oontcni: tiious disregard 
for the rights and dignity rf the Slates, to 
which I have already ic'errcH, we ad 1 theboM 
act of partu powers by which the President’s 
friends in tlic other Ilonac of (‘engross did not 
hesitate to disfranrhise. a .'■overeigii Stale of the 
Union of her constituHonal right of repr» sonta 
tion, in order to effect the election ol a party 
Speaker — a disfranchisement which to this day 
is continued, and may bo indefinitely prolonged 
— we may form some idea of the modesty, as 
well as juslico, witli which tho President and 
h:o party have presumed to appropriate to 



themselves the name of State Rights Ripuli- 
cans." 

Now Mr. Sp aker, attliough ho has thus as- 
sailed our motives, und may thereby cau.'-c his 
new allies to sec that lie is trust worthy, it will 
n* t induce me to tay what I think caused him, 
at this paiticular time, to lay aside his previous 
“d licacy’,” and become the champion of “cxe- 
cutiie supremacy," against law. Constitution, 
and tlie sovereign will of u majority of the 
people of u Slate. Mis abandonment of princi- 
ples we thought he once possessed, and joining 
the Hurrison party, will not induce me to say 
more, than that, w hen he sees the evidence, it is 
to be hoped liis good sense will induce him to 
recant what he has said on the subject. For he 
cannot, will not, adhere to the odious doctrine 
now' for the first lime introduced into this coun- 
try', that the House of Reprcscntativc.s has not 
a right to “judge of the elections, returns, and 
qualifications of Its own members.” His new- 
born zeal h<as made him Ic.ip in the dark in his 
IraiiSformation from a “no party" to a ^'party 
mans" and has caused him to forget in what ‘the 
sovereignly of a Slate’ eunsisls. He and I, Mr. 
Speaker, on a iin inorablc occasion, when it was 
thought the Union wa.s in danger — when so much 
was sui J about sotcreiguti^, Umught alike— -“that 
sovereignty w'as in the people of the respective 
Slates.” But how is it now? I adhere to that 
doctrine, and he believes, v.itli his new allies, 
that the sorereignhj of New Jersey is in tlic 
“broad seal” of Governor Pennington — that the 
sovereignty of the Stale is in the w ill of one 
man, and not the will of the people. 

We have been charged in various directions 
with having disfranchised a Stale, and our acts 
arc r.ul ities in tho estimation of the' madcaps 
who arcwritliing undi r Hie apprehension that 
justice is likely* to be dene to (he people whose 
rights have been thus outraged. 

Yes, .Mr. Speaker, in our anxiety to keep our- 
fclvcs above suspicion, and to do nothing. that 
could seem to operate injuriously on cither par- 
ty, we did do wr>>i.g, and lam anxious to repair 
the injury' w ithout d« lay*. Our error was this: 
being told th'it certain men had been elected by 
receiving a rnajoriry' of votes, and the fact not 
being disputed by the adverse parly, we ought 
forthwith to have disregarded the fraudulent 
returns, and have given tho scats to the people’s 
chosen representatives. Let me beg of the 
House to direct a report to be brought in— see 
the cvidtiicc— act on it, and give the scats to 
the true and law ful representatives. Do this — 
proijiulgc Ihc facts — expose the usurper — save 
llio Uoa.'tiLulion— quit t the pcopK — and stand 
justi.ficd before all llic friends of a representa- 
tive Government 

Sir, connive at conduct like this, and the con- 
sequences will be dreadful indeed! S inclion 
conduct like this, andyou will be justly charge- 
able with recreancy to the most sacred principle 
on wliieli tins government rests. Approve lliis 
act of which 1 am complaining, and you with- 
draw from New Jersey' the guarantee Hiat. she 
shall be secured in “a Republican form of Gov- 
ernment.” Let this act go uncondemned, and 
you w ill have failed to protect thismuch injured 
people ^'against invasion" of their rights.— 
Sanction this proceeding, and you do not protect 
tlic people of that State *^against domestic uio- 
lence." Check this tiling, Mr. Speaker, or you 
will sec, before many y'cars, civil wars in the 
place of peace and quietude, and mobs regula- 
ting the afifairs of the nation. But let us a- 
bnndon for a while these melancholy forbodings, 
and consider the subject in another aspect.

THE AND THE END. 

Snperficinl observer;? niny suppose that 
the policy of the Fe deral party in the House 
of Keprcsenlative.c, evinced in a factious 
opposition to measures which, when it comes 
to the point, they dare not vote against, 
arises merely from a design to ernburrnss 
and impede the necessary operations of 
government. 

Those, liowcvcr, who look more wisely 
and warily into the subject, cannot fail to 
perceive that this policy has u deeper and 
wider basis. They will see in this syste- 
matic opposition; these elVorls to arrest the 
progress of the public business; those “never 
ending, still beginning” points of order; 
ap[)eals from the decisions of the Speaker; 
and these speeches, not against time, but 
eternity: and this perversio;) of the rules 
of the llouse, which were intended to fa- 
cilitate its legislation, to the pur|x)ses of in- 
terminable delay, a systematic design to 
degrade the representative piinciple, the 
fundamental basis of our government. — 
'Bheir object is to give a practical illustra- 
tion of its efilcls, by abusing it in every 
possible manner; to disgust the people by 
perverting it from its pure and salutary ope- 
ration; and, finally, by the enormity of its 
abuses, to alienate them from their attacii' 
ment to those great principles of freedom, 
in which they were born and nurtured, to 
pave the way for those the Federalists are 
laboring to engraft on the tree of liberty. 
In short, their design is to destroy the pre- 
sent system of government, by showing that 
it is impossible to cany it out in practice; 
and they arc making every effort to dem- 
onstrnto this impracticability; degrading 
the halls of legislation by every species of 
indecorum; by rigmarolo speeches and dis- 
orderly conduct; by garrulous declamations 
having no oilier object than the gratifica- 
tion of disappointed spleen, and (he obstruc- 
tion of llic public business; and by a sys- 
tem of tactics, so oi>cnly jirofiigate as to 
cany witli it a melancholy conviction that 
even men chosen from tlio ranks of the peo- 
ple, and hound by every obligation of honor 
ami patriotism. c:in no long**r be trusted to 
administer their affiirs. 'Fiius they arc 
preparing the way for tho realization of 
their own predictions, and demonstrating to 
the world their favorite dogma, that the 
people arc incajiahlc of self government, by 
the corruption of their representatives, and 
the perversion of their free institutions. — 
Such has been tlie fate of liberty in all ages 
and nation?. 'I'he aristocracy, if it could 
not govern, could undermine ami dc.stroy. 
It possessed the will and tho means, f»f sf» 
embarrassing and vitiating the system, o’ 
throwing so many obstacles in the way of 
its operation, ami clogging it w itii so many 
diflicullics, that the [leojilc at lengtli mis 
took its abuses for its uses, its perversion 
for its principles, and finally eought refuge, 
in privileged orders and hereditary succes- 
sion, from the mischiefs wilfully brought 



upon them by the factious and inflexible 
opjKisition of liie enemies of liberty. 

'I h s design of the Federalists is cleaily 
evidenced, not only by their conduct in the 
halls of legislation, but in their systematic 
efforts to undermine the fundamental prin- 
ciple which lays at the root of our freedom. 
We allude to tho inestimable right of suff- 
rage, which, tiiere is great reason to appre- 
hend, they will succeed in so vitiating, 
clogging, and embarrassing, that it will no 
longer bn depended upon ns nn exponent 
of tho opinions and wishes of the people. 
It is scarcely necessary to refer to the no- 
torious instances of tliis kind which are now 
before liic world, and have heretofore liecn 
exposed in all their native depravity — the 
attempt to set a^ide by force the will of the 
people of Pemi'yivauia; tlic miserable pre- 
text of substituting the broad seal of Gov. 
Pennington, for the will of a m:*jority of th« 
people of New Jersey, the enormous frauds 
perpetrated on the right of suflVage in the 
return of Mr. Naylor, by violating the ballot 
boxes, and p ’King into them nine hundred 
spurious ballolf, oi‘ voters who never exist- 
ed. It is thus they are seeking to rob the 
people of their rights, and at the same time 
to destroy their confidence in this great 
bulwark of their freedem, by showing tiiai 
it is an imaginary safeguard, only furnishing 
new facilities to fraud and deception. 

But this is not ail. 'Fliey are gradually 
preparing the way for a more extensive and 
eftectual warfare against the right of suff- 
rage, under color of legislative enactment-. 
Wherever they gain the ascendency, tiieir 
first object is to cmharraas and restrict this 
groat privilege by registry laws, creating 
new difficulties, delays, and obstacles to its 
exercise. Every such law operates as an 
infringement on the right, by rendering its 
exercise more diflicnlt, through vexatious 
and time consuming ceremonies; by inulli- 
plying proofs and aflidaviis; and, above all, 
by placing it in the pow'cr of petty offi ials 
to perpet ralo morestupendous frauds, under 
cover of salutary preventions. 7'Iius the 
exercise of the right, which ouglit to be di- 
vested of every perilous and unnecessary 
einbarrassmenl, winch should consume as 
little as possible of the time of those whose 
time is })recious, !.■> made by Ihcso laws al- 
ways inconvenient to the liboring class, as 
well as mortifying to their pride and their 
feelings. 'Fhe restrictions apply only to 
them. The rich man goes to the polls and 
votes w ithout inquiry or opposition, while 
the poor man is Jiarrassod with a thousand 
questions; he must make oath himself, and 
produce ihe evidence of others; lie under- 
goes a trial as if before a criminal court of 
sessions. 'Fhe time allotted for tho exer- 
cise of this riglit, most especially in our 
grcr.t cities, is insufficient for the purpose, 
under this system of procrastination, and 
many return to their labors without voting, 
because they cannot afford to waste their 
time in this vexatious warfare against tliat 
right hy which alone the poor man sustains 
liimsclf against llic influence of wealth and 
power. 

Mr. Senator Wright, than whom no a- 
blcr man, of clearer intellect or purer prin- 
ciples, can be found in this or any other 
country, has, in his late letter to the New 
York committee, placed this subject in its 
proper light. The sacred right of sufirage 
should be regulated by the constitution of 
the State, and bo every where uniform. It 
sliould not be left to be tampered \^^h by 
every succeeding Legislature, or sul^ctcd 
to perpetual changes, to suit time-serving 
politicians, or to operate partially on parti- 
cular communities. Its restraints sliould be 
as few and simple as possible, and such only 
as are Indispensable to the purity of elec- 
tions. It is a great fundamental right, and 
like the provisions of the Constitution, only 
subject to change by the power by which it 
was created. 

It must be obvious however, to all wlio 
reflect on the subject, ihtit if every succeed- 
ing Legislature, every dominant party or 
faction, having a momentary ascendency, is 
permitted to mould this vital principle to 
suit bis own purposes, to circumscribe a 
right guarantied by constitutional enact- 
ments, wliich prescribe what requisites shall 
cniillo a citizen to the exercise of liis right, 
to demand new conditions, and impose new 
obstacles, then, we say, the right is impair- 
ed, and the Couslilulion violated In this 
xvay the riglit of suffrage may be frittered 
away to nothing, by reiidciing its exercise 
so difficult or vexatious, that men will shrink 
from the ordeal, and spurn at the inquisition, 
as an insult to their feelings, their pride, 
and their independence. 

Such, without doubt, is tho secret policy 
of the Federalists, both at polls and in 
the halls of legislation. They are endeav- 
oring to midcrmino the right of suflVage 
by icgislry laws, and to bring the Represen- 
tative system, which is its legitimate ofl- 
spiing. into contempt, by perverting it to 
fictions purposes; by throwing every obsta- 
cle in the wav ot public business; by 
wasting that time and that money which be- 
longs to flie [>fople, in mooting points of 
order; in questioning and delialing the de- 
ci^'ions of the Speaker; in idle declamations 
against the Adniininistration, inipciliiig the 
necessary liperations of the (lovornmcnt, 
.and resorting to every species ot trickery 
to piocraslinate and evade questions which 
Hk’V dare not vole against when fairly 
brtutght to a decision. By such a course 
they lio[x; to prove to the people that the 
system on which they rely for llic preserva- 
tion of their rights, is visionary in its prin- 
ciples, and impracticable in its operation. 
If they succeed in this, they will then have 
Rained their object, and the people will take 



refuge in hereditary succession, and the di- 
vine right of kings, from the abuses of the 
perverted principles of liberty. 

But in this as in every previous conspi- 
racy against the people, they will fail; and 
every new failure will only increase their 
despair, and drive them to the adoption of 
new schemes for undermining the interests 
of freedom. By tlie courco they are pur- 
suing, they will not succeed in alienating 
tlic people from their attachment to liberty, 
but from Federalism, its principles, and its 
practice. They will become only more 
odious in liio eyes of the Democracy, and 
be obliged to assume new names, new 
mask?, and new disguises. 'Bhey may cast 
the skin, but the people will still detect the 
old enemy of man; and not more surely 
d(jes “the seed of the woman bruise the 
head of the serpent,” tlrin will the sovereign 
people trample into dust the party which 
every day inflicts new insults upon their 
reason and feelings, new injarles on their 
rights and their Iiappincss. They are scal- 
ing their own inevitable destiny, and that 
destiny is, to be ever in a minority. Every 
new effort seems only to display their des- 
peration and increasing weakness. Every 
new disguise renders more bare and obvious 
their rank and execrable hypocrisy; every 
new attempt at deception only increases 
the contempt of the honest, free spoken, 
free acting people of the United States; 
every unavailing fraud con'ributes to wea- 
ken the liltle hold they retain on their con- 
fidence and affection; and every meditated 
injury provokes a more stern, inflexible, 
unconquerable sentence. So let it be; so 
shall ii be, now, henceforth and forever, 
wliere the body of the people are free, and 
their minds enlightened. Ignorance nlono 
is the parent of despotism, and an educa- 
ted people can never be enslaved.

FFDFKAL FORGERY. 

The Nashville Whig, the peculiar orgin 
of the lately di.'tnissed Tennessee Senator, 
Ephraim H. Foster, says that “he (Mr. Van 
Biircn, in 1812) headed a popular anti-war 
meeting in the town of Hudson, Columbia 
county. New York, (his native county,) on 
which occasion he moved this emphatic 
resolution: 

“Ri solved, 'that the war is IMPOLITIC 
AN D DISASTROUS, and to employ the militia 
in an otTcnsivo war is unconsliiutional.” 

I'he Hudson icsolution, as here imputed 
to the President, is an abominable forgery. 
Such a resolution was passed by his Federal 
enemies in tho city of Hudson, and acted on 
by them. And we havo no doubt that the 
part which Mr. Van Buren took at the time 
in punishing this “moral treason," left that 
embittered feeling among the old Federalists 
of Hudson, which showed itself last sum- 
mer, when he visited that city for the first 
time since his elevation to the Presidency. 
It will be remembered, that the city authori- 
ties of Hudson refused, on bis arrival, the 
ordinary' civilities paid him every where 
else, ns the Chief Magistrate of the nation; 
and the whole Federal p.irty (not excepting 
the misareants in 'J’ennessee, who now im- 
pute to him the resolutions of their Hudson 
friends as a crime) rejoiced at the insult 
olferod to him by the Hudson Federalists. 

This insult will be considered by the 
country the highest honor they could have 
paid him, when the origin of tho hatred 
from which it sprung is understood. After 
tlio Federalists had resolved that “the war 
teas impolitic and disastrous,'" and that it 

was “UXCOXSTITOTIONAL TO EJIPLOY THE 
Mii.iTi.v IN' AN OFFENSIVE WAR,” tliev refused 
to turn out and pciform militia duty. 

Tho recusants were courtmartialed and 
fined. They appealed to the civil courts, 
ill tho hope, no doubt, to find protection un- 
der tlie ermine of the judiciary. There 
tiny met Mr. Van Buren, tho head of tho 
Republican party in New York, who carried 
on tho prosecutions against them, to punish 
them for their crimes against the country. 
All this is of record in New York. 

To appreciate Mr. Van Buren’s services 
at the time in question, it should bo remem- 
bered that the Federal party had command 
of the most powerful brancli of the State 
Government — the House of Representa- 
tives. Their effort was to get control of the 
whole, and put New York alongside o(“lhe 
moral traitors" of Massachusetts, to co 
operate with the enemy upon tho entire 
frontier of Canada, relieving Great Britain 
fioiii tho neccssiiy of defence in that quarter, 
and enabling her to transfer her well provid 
cd troops embodied there, to carry on (ho 
war in the Northwest and in the South. 1 ho 
boldness, activity, and eloquence of Mr. 
Van Buren, iiiaiiily contributed to the defeat 
of the attoiiipt of the Federalists to possess 
themselves of the State Government, j ncy 
were ovciihrowu in tho r lections. 'I'lie 
House of Ripre.'-ciilatives was redeemed 
from tlieir power, and ilicn it was that Mr. 
Van Buren proposed the I iw called the con 
scriptioii bill, which Ln.ught tho whole 
militia force of the Empire State to bear 
upon tlic war on the Canada borders. Tho 
evidence of all this will be seen in tho 
p.amphlet wo have published lately, contain- 
ing psoaf of .Mr- Van Buren’s conduct dur- 
ing the late war. Tins triumph over tlv' 
liritish .allies in -New York was worth more 
to the cause of the country and the safely 
of tlie Union, than all Harrison’s battler 
would have been, if tliey had proved r.s 
fatal to the enemy, as they were to our own 
gallant youth, who poured out their blood 
in vain under Indian tomahawks at Tippe- 
canoe, Fort Meigs, and River R aisin.

Our readers cannot have forgotten llial 
this was one of the most prominent ob- 
jections brought by the Whigs against Mr. 
Van Buren, when he first became a candi- 
date for tlie Presidency. lie was accused 
of being a d.ark, mysterious, cunning man 
— one who possessed in a pre-eminent de- 
gree the art of wrapping up his meaning in 
ambiguous phrases, more didicult of inter- 
pretation than the responses of the Delphic 
oracle. A “little magician,” who deluded 
the people by slight-of-hand tricks, and, by 
dextrous shuffling, turning and twisting, 
deceived alike friends and foes. 

This was the character given to him by 
his enemies — how has it been sustained by 
facts? No aspirant to the high office be 
fills has ever been more frank in bis, avow- 
als. In no instance has he shrunk from the 
questioning of his foes — in no instance has 
he failed to reply to his friends. Questions 
embracing the whole scope of national pol- 
itics have been pul to him on various occa- 
sions, upon all of w hich his answers have 
been so full and explicit, that not a |ieg has 
been left to bang a doubt upon. The whole 
nation understands perfectly hi.s position in 
regard to the Tarid", the Bank, the Inde- 
pendent Treasury, and the Abolition ques- 
tions. 

But the case is widely dilFereiit in regard 
to General Harrison — doubt and mystery 
hang over his opinions upon most of the 
important points of public policy. His re- 
plies to the various interrogatories address- 
ed to him have boon ambiguous in the high-

Gentlemen:— Vour letter of the 3Ist nil. 
addressed to General Harrison, lias been placed 
in our possession with a view to early attention, 
riiis is unavoidable in consequence of the very 
numerous letters daily received by the General, 
and to wliich his reply in person is rendered ab- 
solutely impracticable. As from his confiden- 
tial committee, you will look upon this response, 
and if the policy observed by tho committee 
should not meet with your approbation, you will 



attribute tlic error ralhcr to ourselves and his 
‘.mmediate advisors, than to General Harrison. 

1 hat policy is, that the General make no further 
declaration of liis principles, lor the public eye, 
whilst occupying liis present position. Such 
course has been adopted, not for purposes of 
eoncealincnt, nor to avoid all proper rcsponsibil- 
;ty; but under the impres.sion that the General’s 
views, in regard lo all important and exciting 
questions of tlie day, have heretofore been given 
to ths public, fully and explicitly; and that those 
views, whether connected with constitutional 
or other questions of very general interest, liave 
undergone no change. 1 he committee arc 
strengthened in regard lo the propriety of lliis 
policy, that no new issue be made to the public, 
from the consideration that the National Con- 
vention deemed it impolitic at tho then crisis to 
publish any general declaration of the views of 
the great Opposition party, and certain'y the 
policy at the present rcmuiiis unaltered. In the 
mean time, wc cannot help expressing tho hope 
that our friends every where will receive the 
nomination of General Harrison witli something 
akin to generous confidence. When wc rcliect 
upm tlic distinguished intelligence of the nom- 
inating convention — how ably all interests were 
represented in tliat body, wc certainly have a 
high guarantee, that, should General Harrison 
be the successful candidate for the Presidency, 
that office will bo happily and constilulionally 
administered, and under the guidance of the 
same principles which directed our Washington, 
JenTcrson and iMadison. Believing yon will con- 
cur with us in tho propriety of the policy adop- 
ted, we have pleasure in subscribing ourselves

Tlic “receiving and referring petitions 
for the immediate abolition of slavery in 
ibe District of Columbia,” implies the pow- 
er of Congress to legislate upon the sub- 
ject. Has General Harrison ever expressed 
tlie opinion that Congress possesses this 
power? If ho has, his friends appear igno- 
rant of the fact. 

“The friends of General Harrison are” 
not “content with their knowledge of his 
political views.” The letter from Oswego 
was addressed to him by political friends — 
men who entertained the highest regarrl for 
his past services, and hoped, should he he 
elected lathe high office for which he is nom- 
inated, that nothing might occur lo lessen 
him in the estimation of a great and free 
people. Is this the language of political 
enemies? Docs it not show that the que- 
rists were the warm frirmds of the General 
— men who entertained tlie most favorable 
sentiments towards him — who desired his 
election, but who wished for some further 
information in regard to his opinions upon 
three great subjects. .Most likely these 
men were abolitionists, and they feared 
that the General '.vas not quite orthodox up- 
on the subject of “receiving and referring 
petitions for the immediate abolition of sla- 
very in the District of Columbia.” They 
were friendly lo the establishment of “a 
United Slates Bank,” and wore not certain 
of the General’s co-opcration in case he 
was elected. Or they may have hcon men 
who had dipped too largely into the late 
wild speculations, and to tlieni the “passage 
of a general bankrupt law” might have 
been a matter of the last iu*()ortance . Here, 
also, they were uncertain as to the Gene- 
ral’s views, and respectfully asked to be 
further and more fully informed. Or it is 
l>ossihlc that the General’s political ene- 
mies were charging that he was opposed to 
“receiving and referring” abolition peti- 
tions — to the eLtahlislinient of “a United 
States Bank,” or to “the passage of a gene- 
ral bankrupt law,” and his Oswego friends 
wished to procure niatcriiils for his defence. 

But whether all or any of these suppo 
sitions he true, they were destined to re 
ceive a most mortifying repulse. They 
were turned over to the General’s “confi- 
dential coinniitfee,” by whom they are in- 
formed that “Me policy is, that the General 
make no further declaration of his princi- 
ples, FOR I HK PUBUC KYE,te;it7s/ oc- 
aipying his present position.’' This is 
quite intelligible. Private pledges, it ap- 
pears, tire General’s “confidential commit- 
tee” have no objection lo, but they have a 
great dread of the “public eye,” and in- 
tend to withhold from its inspection every 
thing relating to the General’s present opin- 
ions, which has not already been placed he 
yond the possibility of concealment. 

It is not true, as asserted by the “confi- 
dential committee,” “that the General's 
views, in rcg.ird to all tlie important and ex- 
citing question.r of the day. have heretofore 
been given lo the public, fully and explicit- 
ly.” Not to go beyond the letter of the 
Oswego Conimiltoc, we find there a ques- 
tion which yet remains to he answered. — 
When and where arc General Harrison’s 
opinions, upon the policy of “a general 
bankrupt law,'’ to he found? This is al- 
most a new (|uestion. now brought forward 
for the first lime, and upon which it is de- 
sirable that tlie sentiments of aspirant.s to 
the Presidency should he distinctly known. 
It preseiils a probable remedy for the dis- 
eased state of the currency, and a sure pre- 
ventive, if properly modified, against I'u- 
liire hank suspensions. Why should llie 
General re fuse lo respond to it? But it is 
useless to ask these que.stions, the “confi- 
dential committee” has decided that the 
“Ileroof Tippccanoo”shall not answcrt'ny 
more questions, and the people must sub- 
mit with patience to their dictation. 

How hnniilialiiig is the position in wliich 
this correspondence pre.scnts General Har- 
rison to the “public eye.” Known to be 
garrulous to an e.xiremc degree, he is placed 
in the cliarge of keepers, whose duty it is 
to watch all his words and regulate all his 



inotions. Fearful that something might es- 
cape him calculated to mar their hopes, his 
keepers have imposed total silence upon 
him, and have not blushe 1 to inform the 
nation of the fact. But if the “confiden- 
tial committee” have not blushed at the 
performance of the act, the editor of the 
Reporter has — he has shrunk from the task 
of recording the humiliating fict — evaded 
the publication of the Oswego correspond- 
ence, and endeavored to escape under a 
mass of vague generalities. 

5 1 ' what will the people say to this un- 
precedented movement in our political his- 
tory? Will they rest content with the 
flimsy reasons assigned by the “confidential 
committee” for their conduct? Arc they 
willing to take the opinions of an aspirant 
lo the Presidential chair upon trust? Do 
they recognise any power in litis free coun- 
try superior to public opinion, and will they 
sanction this barefaced attempt of the whig 
Presidential candidate to escape fr om the 
scrutiny of the “public eyc.i”’ Will tliey 
permit a Presidential candidate to appeal 
to public opinion for support, and yet refuse 
to the public all opportunity for forming a 
just judgment of his principles? 

We think not . We believe that they will 
indignantly spurn from their confidence all 
such political juggler.', and give their sup- 
port to the man and the party whose opin- 
ions arc known and open upon all questions, 
and who rely upon public intelligence and 
virtue alone for their success. 

COL. J. SPEED S.VHTH’S LETTER. 

.\s many of our renders may wish to see 
this letter, over which the partisans of Gen. 
Harrison arc attempting to raise a hurrah 
for their favorite, we promptly lay it before 
them. We have sceji nothing which more 
clearly evinces tho belief of the whigs in 
the shallowness of Gen. Harrison’s claims 
to military greatness, than the joy they ap- 
pear to feel because one witness for his 
generalship has been obtained. 

There arc several things about this letter 
which strikes us ns exceedingly curious — 
and first, tho broad and sweeping terms of 
the interrogatory. “It has been openly 
avowed," says Mr. Corwin,* that Gen. Har- 
rison tens, at no time, in the battle of the 
Thames, nor within two miles of the battle 
ground — that the entire plan of operations 
was projected by Col. li. M. Johnson — that 
he led the troops on to conquest, and that 
Gen. Harrison had no part or lot in the 
matter.." Now wc ask, who made this 
charge? Wc defy the whole whig party 
to point to a democratic paper containing 
such a sentence. It cannot bo done — it is 
a vile slander to assert that any such cliarge 
has been jireferred by them against Gen. 
Harrison. It was concocted by .Mr. Corwin, 
for the ptirpose of drawing a reply from 
Col. Smith favoratileto Gen. Harrison, and 
we are surprised that the Colonel did not 
see tlirough the shallow artifice, and treat it 
with the contempt it merited. 

That Col. Johnson suggested the propri- 
ety of tho charge upon the British regulars, 
and that Gen. Harrison adopted and acted 
upon the suggestion, but afterwards claimed 
the idea as his own, wo believe to be sus- 
ceptible of the clearest proof; that the Co- 
lonel also planned and led the charge against 
Tccumseli and his Indians, few will be 
hardy enough to dispute; and, that all the 
fighting of any moment was done by the 
Colonel’s inounled regiment, is a matter of 
history, open and notorious as the noon-day 
sun. To this extent, and no further, the 
friends of Col. Johnson have landed him 
for his conduct in the battle of the Tliames. 

What is the extent of Col. Smith’s tes- 
timony in favor of Harrison? Why, that 
the General “stood fire” at the passage of 
a bridge, although persuaded lo leave the 
field. We have heard an eye-witness of 
that affair slate, in the most express terms, 
that the General, on that occasion, was not 
within three liundred yards of the enemy’.-i 
fire and was not in any dnnger. And we 
have also understood, that the fighting was 
almost over at “the crotchet,” before the 
infantry came into action, and but few of 
them reached that point until the bat- 
tle was entirely ended, or got an opportunity 
to give even a single fire. 

The share of Gen. Harrison in this bat- 
tle, even according lo Col. Smith’s account, 
amounts hut to this — he gave the general 
orders for tlie formation of the army, pre- 
vious to the action, despatched an Aid to 
report the result of Col. Johnson’s charge, 
and restored order at “the crotchet,” vviien 
some confusion prevailed from the mingling 
of the Infantry witli Col. Johnson’s men, 
the latter having been driven hack by the 
Indians. But Col. Siiiilli docs not deny 
that Col. Johnson suggested tho charge of 
liic mmiiilod men upon the British regular.-, 
that he planned the attack upon the Indians, 
and that nearly all the fighting was done by 
the Colonel and his regiment. It was hv 
these iiiovemenls and this figliliiig that the 
haule was gained, and the General is wel- 
come to all the rest of the glory of the ac- 
tion, after the |iroporlion due to Shelby and 
his men has been subtracted. 

Wc observe that Col. Smith appears to 
attach great importance to the fact, that the 
General was, at one period of the action. 



within the range of musquetry. No one, 
that we know of, has charged General Har- 
rison with cowardice. His faults, as a mili- 
tary officer, were of another character — 
weakness of purpo.'c, indccis:on, a dispo- 
sition lo fritter away his strength, by divi- 
ding his forces, making his detachments too 
small lo effect any object, and a want of 
vigor and foresight. All these facts are 
justly imputable to him, and to them may he 
ascribed the ilijsuccess of all his campaigns 
except the last, and the little which he ac- 
complished, in proportion lo the means 
which were at hi.s conim ind. 

We wish, ill conclusion, to put a few ques- 
tions to Col. Siiiilh. All Gtiieral ILirrison’s 
.•\ids at the battle of tho Tliiimes arc still 
living, and all, we believe, except the Colo- 
nel, are wliigs — win , then, was he selected, 
in a special manner, as tlie correspondent of 
-Mr. Corwin? Did his apparent position 
point him out ns the fittest to answer their 
purpose? Has tlie Colonel any reason to 
think that the whig parly expect his aid in 
the approaching I’resideiiiial election, and 
has lie given them any cause lo imagine 
that such expectation will not ho in vain? 

Wc arc led to put these questions from 
the follo'.ving reasons; — 'I’lie readiness the 
Colonel has shown to believe that onr parly 
had made false and preposterous charges 
against General Harrison; tlie alacrity he 
lias evinced in travelling out of his way. 
for tlie purpose of eulogizing the Gcnei'al.

Sir; — Your letter of the ITlh ult. was received 
on yesterday, in which you state, that it ‘‘has 
been openly avowed that Ucn. Harrison was at 
no time in the battle of the Thames, nor within 
two inilcsof the battle ground — that the entire 
plan of operations was projected by Col. R. M. 
Johnson — that he led the troops on to conquest, 
and that Gen. Harrison had no part or lot in 
tho matter.” .My humiliation is deep, that a 
necessity should exist, produced by party ran- 
cor, to prove facts attested by history for more 
than a quarter of a century, and which have 
never before been questioned. That ignorance 
and credulity should abound to such an extent, 
to render such baseless assertions available, be- 
speaks a lamentable state of public intelligence, 
and portends no good to the republic. 

That Col. Johnson led the van, and brought 
on the battle, is true — that he behaved with the 
utmost gallantry, is also tine; but your letter 
contains tho first suggestion which has ever 
reached me, that “the entire plan of operations 
was projected by him” The magnanimity of 
Col. Johnson will repudiate, will proud indigna- 
tion, such an effort to cluster additional laurels 
upon his brow, thu< unjustly torn from tho brow 
of his General. Col. Johnson loccivcd orders, 
as to the form and manner of charge, from Gen. 
Harrison in person, in the face and almost in 
sight of the enemy. Tho (Jencral was with the 
regiment when tho charge was sounded. As 
Johnson moved to tho charge, the General start- 
ed for the line of infantry, which was drawn up 
in order of battle. He had not gone far, before 
turning to me, (and to tho best of my recollec- 
tion, I was the only one of liis Aids then with 
him,) he said, ‘pursue Uol. Johnson w ith your 
utmost speed — sec the efi'eet of his charge, and 
tho position of the enemy’s artillery, and re- 
turn ns quickly as possible.' Having execu- 
ted this order as promptly as practicable, I 
met him on my return, pressing forward with 
the front of the infantry. Upon reporting that 
Col. Johnson had broke the enemy’s line, that 
they were surrendering, and that their cannon 
was in our po.ssession — lie exclaimed, in an ani- 
mated tone, ‘come on my brave fellows, Froctor 
and his whole army will soon be ours.’ Soon 
after this, an officer, (I believe the late Judge 
John McDowell, of Ohio,) rode up and reported 
that the left wing, at or near the crotchet, was 
suffering severely, and in great disorder. This 
communication was made in tho heating of the 
soldiers. The General contradicted the latter 
part of the statement in tho most emphatic 
manner— but giving order to the next in com- 
mand topii-h forward, he dashed with ihc mes- 
senger to the indicated point of conflict and con- 
fusion, and fount: the contest pretty close and 
severe. A portion of Johnson ’•i regiment, owing 
to the impracticability of the ground for horse, 
had dismiiiintcd, and was fighting on foot .,nd 
mingled with the infantry — which had been to 
some extent tiie cause of the confusion. Order 
was soon restored, and tho left wing closed to 
tho froni, (which formed the crotchet,) under 
the personal supervision of Gen Harrison. In 
the meantime, some of our soldiers wr re shot 
within less than ten feet of the General; for the 
conflict was then sharp and animated, and con 
tinned for'somc lime. With the exception of the 
rharge made by Col. JnhnsoiUs regiment, Gen. 
Harrison was in the most c.xposed anil dangerous 
parts of the battle. 

It is due to the occasion lo relate the following 
incident: The day before the h.alllc, the army 

was impeded in its niiirch by the dc-truclioii of 
a bridge across a branch of the Thames, up 
which it was moving at or near the mouth of 
the branch. Col. Johnson liad been ordered to 
cross Ihc stream at some mills, two or three 
miles above the monfii. The road led him by 
tho bridge. A portion of his regiment liad a 
brush with a parly of Indians, posted in cabins, 
on the opjiosite si lo of the Thames and the 
branch, and also under tho thick covert along 
their banks, to dispute the pas-age of the stream 
and harrass all attempts to lepair the bridge. 
.-Vs soon as the firing was heard, tho General 
hurried to tho scene of action, accompanied by 
11 portion of his family, of which Commodore 
Ferry was one. hen I arrived, 1 found Gen. 
Harrison, Commodore Feriy and other officers, (I 
think Gen. Cass was one) in an open piece of 
ground near the bridge. Col . Johnson had pass- 
ed, and a small portion of his regiment, previous- 
ly dismounted, under the command of Cajitain 
Benjamin Warfield, and some Infantry which 
had hurried up, were carrying on the skirmish. 
-Major Wood had been ordered up w ith a small 
piece of artillery. Commodore Ferry urecd 
Gen. Harrison to witlidiaw, as he was too much 
e.’iposcd for the Coiiiiniiuder.iu-Cliicf. If I mis-i 
t.Tlicnot, Gen. Casa united w ith the ( ommodorc, ' 
.md offered lo remain and see his orders executed. 
Tho General, with Ferry and tho residue of bin 
suit, start 'd o.ff; but Gen. H.-’.rrlsnn went but a 
few steps and returned, and retained his position 
near the cannon , until the Indians w ere dislodged 
and driven off, the bridge repaired and tho army 
put in motion to eros.s. I'uring this w hole lime 
lie was .as iiiuch or more e'.posed Ilian the sol- 
dicr.s, h -iiig on horseback all the while. Tlie 
Uonimodore afterwards reniorislratcd w ith him 
against this uuiiceessary exposure, observing, 
“that in o|icn sea ho could stand fire tolerabli 
well, lint llierc was no fun in being shot at bv a 
eoiice.iled enemy.’’ The General justified hi-i 
coiidiicl by saying, “the General who coiiiiiiaiids 
Rcpiihliean volunteers, in who.so ranks the best 
blood of the country is to be fuiiiiil, must never 
think of his o.vn safelv, at least until his troop.-- 
become familiar with his disregard for personal 
danger.” — Hardihood itself has never denied 
Ferry’s courage. Cliarnbers and 'I’odd of Ken- 
tucky, and O’Fallon of Mi.s.soiiri, the other .\i.!s 
of General Harrison at the battle of tho Thame.s, 
arc still living, and can give you additional facts, 
if required. 

Although it is not in direct rcsponce to any 
part of your letter, I must bo permitted to say, 
that my intercourse with General Harrison loft 
the com icUon on iny mind, that ho was a gen- 



tleman, a soldier, and a patriot, and I deprecate 
most sincerely, the injustice attempted to bo 
done him by a portion of that party with which 
I have alw >ys voted.

The late Fire in Louisville. — We 
are much rejoiced to perceive that the losses 
by the lute fire in Louisville have been 
largely over-estimated — the Louisville Ad- 
vertiser, which is generally very accurate 
in its facts and estimates, calculates the 
total loss at g450,000, of which §[330, (tOO 
was covered by instirancc, leaving 
€00 uncovered, and a dead loss to the citi- 
zens. The sum total is made up of the 
following items: — Furniture, fixtures, and 
miscellaneous moveables, §*26,00t); buiid- 
ings, $150,000; merchandize, .$280,000. 

Although tins is a severe blow to the- 
prosj)crity of Louisville, and must fall with 
peculiar severity uj)on many individuals, it 
can retard to only a small extent the pros- 
ptM'ity of its active and enterprising citi- 
zens. Indeed, we learn that preparations 
liave already been commenced for rebuild- 
ing the -‘burnt district,’' and that all visible 
traces of the disaster will probably be ob- 
literated early in June, and the buildings 
destroyed replaced by much more beautiful 
and substantial edifices.

We would whisper in the ear of the 
Lexington Correspondent of the Louisville 
Journal^ tiiat lie is known.

The following is a synopsis of the Bill 
which i»as been reported to the U. S Sen- 
ate for the furtlier regulation of steam- 
boats : 

1 . Steam Vessels not allowed tho privilege of 
enrollment or registry, without a certificate of 
inspection , and payment of the collector, if the 
vessel be under lUO tons burden, of SlU; if be- 
tween 100 and 200. $15; if between 200 and 400, 
$20; if over 400 tons, $30. 

2. A compulsory, thorough, and faithful in- 
spection ol the hull, boiler, machinery, and all 
equipments of the vessel and engine, to be made 
by inspectors appointed by the District Judges, 
and lo hold the appointment four years, unless 
sooner removed. 

3. Inspectors empowered lo examine witnesses 
under oath, touching the construction of the 
hull and engine, and touching any other matter 
of which it is their duty to enquire, 

'I o dcscriininate between vessels adapted to 
lake and sea, and those adapted only to river 
navigation. , 

To inspect the hull annually, to lest the boiler 
by hydrostatic pressure, semi-annually, and oft- 
cner if necessary;— may examine coi.dition of 
the vessel on request of passengers. 

To certify particularly the results of their 
inspection. 

'1 o determine and certify the maximum pres- 
sure lo whicfi tho steam may be raised, not to 
exceed one third of the test pressure, and also 
the minimum height of water below which it 
may not be exhausted. 

'I'o notify wjicn a vessel becomes unsafe to 
transport passengers. 

To examine and licence enquirers, annually, 
and to revoke license for neglect of duty or mis- 
conduct. 

'1*0 report annually to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the number of Steam V'csscls inspec- 
ted, and the particulars of their equipments and 
condition, and particulars of a<'cidents. 

'I'o receive from the c<illcct'<r of the district 
for theannual inspection of each boat and equip- 
ments $20; for all other inspections of each boat 
during the year, $15. 

4. Steam boilers to be tested at three limes 
the pressure allowed as a maximum. Boilers 
to bo provided uith m«*rcurial slcnin-guage, 
tliermomctor, and gla«s water guagc, ora water 
fiout protected from agitation and foaming, by a 
curb, having an index shadoAving llic height of 
the water. Guage-cocks to communicate with 
a tube wjtliin the boiler. Boilers to have two 
safety valves of approved area, one to ho inac- 
ccs.«^iblc to the engineer, except to raise it, to be 
loaded by the inspectors at the maximum pres- 
sure; th«* other at half way between the maxi- 
mum and the common working pressure. 

5. 'Ihc indications of the steam and water 
guages, to be e.xhibitcd in vicAv of the passengers, 
in a conspicuous part of the vessel, showing on 
a scale, the pressure of steam and height of wa- 
ter the engine is working under. 

fi. Hand force pumps for injecting water into 
the boiler on failure of the engine pump, or 
obstruction in tlic injection pipe. 

7. The boiler rooms to be made fire proof in- 
side by a lining of sheet iron, furred half an 
inch or more from the woodwork. The decks 
around tlie smoke pipes to be similarly protected. 

8. Steamers to liave two or more eficctivc fire 
engines, double force pumps or rotary pumps, 
one on the forecastle and another aft, drawing 
water by suction pipes through the bottom of 

j the vessel, and hose to each to convoy water lo 
j any part of tho vessel. Also fifty buckets with 
bailing ropes attached; and axes; and two or 
more tanks on promenade deck, holding not less 
than 300 gallons, to he kopt filled witli water. 

2. Lakc.^ sound and sea going steamers to 
liave !in equipment of sails, aii'l safety boats 
’-ufHcienl id carry all the passengers and crew; 
one hall ut li^ast, in capacity t-o be life boats. 
IHvcr slcamcr.s under n.') tons to have boats at 
least to carry 10 persons; over 175 tons, boats to 
cany at least 70 persons. 

10. Vlctiilljc tiller chains to be used instead 
of rope, except so much ns passes round the 
tiller whocl; the cliain to be capable of being 
Hisengnged sit the stern; and a spare tiller to 
eounCv-t witli llje head of Iheru Ider post. 

11. A t night a wliitc light lo be elevated for- 
ward, and a rod light aft, the former twelve feet 
above t.hc upper deck, the latter three feet lower. 
A stcan^ safety-pipe to bo sounded every half 
minute In fogs or thick weather. 

12. Asa “rule of the road, ^'steamers meeting 
“stem on,” lo starboard tho helm and pass t 9 
the left; except (hat in rapid rivers, the ascending 
steamer shall have the preference of the inshore 
slack water and eddies; the descending steamer 
the preference of the current. Steaming vessels 
meeting sailing vessels, to pass to the windward, 



TirIJIng the course anJ giving^ good brcatli to 
the sailing vessels, whatever may be the direc- 
tion of the wind. 

I. 'i. Engineers to be of two classes, chief en- 
gineers and sub-engineers; to liavc license from 
the inspectors -o fter e.vainining into their com- 
petency and shill, sobriety and good moral ehar- 
acterj none othet- to be employed. Every bo.it 
to have one chief engineer and a competeni 
number ol sub-engineers. Certificate of c.vami- 
nalion of engineers, and of inspeition, to be 
posted up on board. 

I I. Sea, anund and lakc-eoing steamers not to 
c.irry gnnpo" der. Steamers on riveis entering 
into tile Culf of .Mc.vico, and their tributaries, 
not to ctrrv g'tnpowdcr e.xcept m iron clicsts, 
and noti'C thereof to he posted nj) on board.
